Who? What? 



It may safely bo preaiunGtl tlmt tbo 
people of tbia Proviuco aro for tbo 
most part weary of tlio discussion 
about tbo now Tornis and tbe wrang- 
liug dispute as to wbo was cbiolly in- 
strumental in obtaiuiug tkom. It may 
be accepted as an. absolute contaiuty 
that^^nine-tenths of the people will be 
more concerned raboiii the quality of 
th^Ve^lCuicm^' ilian'abdat the instramou- 
t»lity"thr6ugh which they have been 
obtaitled< There is a painful suspi- 
oion in^Qperjai^ds that the Terms 
may yet turn out to be so unpopular 
a vte -change tte controversy to "AVbo 
dilii''trg|et tliera." At the risk of pro- 
loogiqg/a tircBorao and not very pro- 
fitable controversy, wo feel in a man- 
ner compelled to notice an article 
wbich appeared in a local print, yes- 
terday, and which, tor the oheekiness 
of its assertions and the boldness of 
its misstatouiont of facts, certainly ex- 
cells any former efforts. The object 
of the article is to claim for llr. Wal- 
kem a grand victory in having obtain- 
ed bettor Terms in London than could 
have boon obtained at Ottawa. Read 
the following extract and say whether 
it is not a piece of the sublimest choek 

^ ever printed: 

■ "According to the "Colonist's" re- 
peated declarations Columbia must 
accept Edgar's proposaU or nothing, 
asthey constituted Mr. Mackonzics' 
ultimatum, and from them ho would 
not budge an inch. It is now very 
well known that Mr. Mackenzie has 
come down a good many inches' from 
the lofty pretensions claimed for him 
by his organs on the other side of the 
jCQntinent. We wero told that he 
"would not advance a dime beyond an 
annual expenditure of a million and 
five hundred thousand dollars; but 
Mr. Walkera has compelled him to go 
five Jlundred Oiousand better; we were 
Vwil'iifiit'imlesswetook what was o£f- 
•red'U8,or if we asked for more. Van- 
cbuver Island would bo cut off alto- 
gether from any share in tbe railway 
— and wc believe such was Mr. Mac- 
keniie'a intention — but Mr. "Walkem 
has Bucceeded not only in getting a 
larger annual expenditure tliau was 
originally offered, but the railway on 
the island as well." 

No\T, a reference to the fdes of this 
journal will show that we never made 
any such "declarations" with regard- 
ing "Edgar's proposals" or Macken- 
ade's position. Nay, more, our col- 
umns bristle with statements of dia- 
metrically ojiposite import. This jour- 
nal never took the position that "Ed- 
gar's proposals" were good enough and 
ought to have been accepted. Wo re- 
garded these proposals as merely the 
first step in negotiations, and nothing 
more; and we contended that, as such, 
they wero entitled to respectful treat- 
ment and proper consideration. So 
far from declaring that these propo- 
aals "constituted Mr. Mackenzie's ul- 
timatum" from which " he would not 
budge an inch," wo coutonded that if 
our Government would meet Mr. Mac- 
kenzie in ft proper spirit and negoti- 
ate, he was prepared to raise the mini- 
mum expenditure to two millions and 
make other important concessions 
orhich would have rendered tlio Terms 
both acceptable and advantageous to 
<Coluinbifc. Wo had oxcellent reason 
at the tirao for knowing that IVIr. 
Mackenzie would have done so. Very 
«hortly after, and before an appeal to 
' the Queen had been mooted, he told 
most of our representatives at Ottawa 
that he was willing to make Iho jnini- 
mum expenditure on bona fxlo r.'iil- 
way construction within the I'rovinco 
two millions a year; to commenco the 
r-^iiaa between Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
last summer; to commence railway 
(Construction at several points on the 
Mainland an Boon as tbe lino could 
possil)ly bo loi!atod, and ho even ex- 
pressed willingness to name the sjinng 
of 1875 as tlio date of location. Nor 
uwcould Ministers possibly plead ignor- 
"( jijince of all this; for the members, on 
""their return from Ottawa, proclaimed 
"•^it. Yet in the face of these and many 
cognato facts, not one of wliich can 
be contfovprted, tho public aro asked 
■ to bolievo that tlie appeal to England 
Itafl i ''compelled Mr. Mackenzie to 
-■■•''eJi'ine'down a good many inches," and 
that.Walkem's missiou has been a 
splendid success! Now, it occurs to 
us to onqnire what these magijilioont 
Terms aro wliich Walkoin has iinnjor- 
talizod himself by extorting from Mac- 
kenzie. Tbe organ which has boon 
"blowing" HO "much about them is 
fionfoBBodly «till ignorant about them. 
But that i« nothing. Mark Twain, in 
his inimitable way, rsmarked, "You 
may havo noticed that fcljo lens I know 
about a subject tho more ijghfcX throw 
on it." The organ might not imptly 
say that the IfiM it 'knows about tl;e 
now Terms the more it can praise them 
Xind glorify its masters for getting 
the;:n, But what are thoy like? There 
seems too much reason to fear that 
the Terms Walkem is bringing back 
horn Londott aro substantiaUy as fol< 
■ lows: ... 

•.'jJThe construction of a railway be- 
vweeh Esquimalt and Nniiaimo; vigor- 
ous proaocution of the aurvoys on tho 
Mainland; tho construction of a tole- 
grnph lino a.nd wa"gon-road fl,d- 
vaucQ of th« railroad; the oxnendituro 
, ol ft mJaiaJUW Bunj.P'iyf? wJlionii an- 



uimlly in tho Province during the 
period tho work of construction is go- 
ing on. ix^ < 

Such, at'least, is the vorkion of- the 
liew^erms given in the leading or- 
gan#of both parties in old Canada 
and, it Roems, confirmed by official 
doHpatches. Don't thoy bear a strik- 
ing .similitude to thoso horriblo "Ed- 
gar proposals?" They certainly do. 
True, there ia to bo an annual expen- 
dituro of two millions; but wo confess 
that wo do not altogether like the 
wording of that part of it. The ex- 
penditure may bo on railway construc- 
tion or on anything else! These ore 
tho new Terms, tho magnificent results 
of Wnlkem's mission, are they? Well 
might tlio "dlobo" (tho cliief organ of 
the Dominion Government) remark 
that Walkem might havo got better 
terms for Columbia if be bad remained 
at home and behaved'himself. "Glori- 
ous results", for the Mainland, are 
they?^ There does appear to bo some 
reason in the organ's statement that 
tho ilainland has been punished, — 
but not justly, not for protesting 
against Walkem'a appeal, but rather 
for not having protested in such time 
and manner as would have compelled 
Ministers either to desist from their 
solliwh and suicidal course or vacate 
tlioir seats. Last summer the organ's 
whole Bolicitudo was for tho Mainland, 
— that it should not be put off with 
a waggon-road wfiile Vancouver got 
tlio railway. Now it openly chuckles 
ovtv what it tbo;i ])rotondod to depro- 
cato, and insolently declares that "it 
serves them right"! Could inconsis- 
tency, could cold-blooded injustice 
possibly be pushed farther?

INDIAN REPORTS OP THE MURDER 

OF HEU PEOPLE. 

Certain facts havo leaked ont. from re- 
liable Indian luformacioa;that;iead us to 
believethatsomeof tho people Of the 

lost steamer George S. Wright roaohod 
tho bhoro at a little bay south 
of Indian C!ove and built u hut there. 
Shortly after tho wreck four canoes filled 
witli C;anii)soolts and TsatS(iuot Indians, 
from J)eane (]aual, on their way to Victor- 
ia, in psstiing Cape Caution saw the wreck 
aud went .ishore. They remained there 
at least a week. Homo Bella Bella Indians 
in the meantime, were on a visit to soma 
friends at an inlet leading up from Slings- 
by's Channel. Ttiey saw tho canoes and 
In<liun.'! on shore. On tho roturu of the.so 
Bella Bellas North they thought that they 
would go ashore also. They.Baw"a hut, 
and inferred that the builders thereof 
(who were evidently white men) had tak- 
en passage with the Campsoott Indians to 
Fort Rupert. They saw bottles and corks 
lying about the hut and other evidences 
of tho re^:eiit presoueo of white.i. Thoy 
Haw, also, three life-buoya huug on the 
t rees at Cape Oantion, and tho wheol- 
houso of the steamer, which had been 
mado to serve as a raft, by having several 
planks newly nailed to it, lying on the 
beach. As tlie white mon wore never af- 
terwards hoaril of tho Bnlla Bellas believe 
that thoy were murdered by tho Camp- 
s<'(i!ts and T.-iatsquots. Tho hut was 
w.aslied aw.ay by Iho next high spring 
tides; but m.iny roliea of tho lo«t vessel 
are still to bo met with strewed along tho 
beach near Cape Caution. Up to a short 
time ago two spars wero to be seen on tho 
.Sandy b,>aeh of a liUlo cove, but they aro 
now ciim|ilelely buried by tho action of 
the tides n;)on the samls. 

El.'.stinu AeoiuiiN r.- a sniall row-boat 
arrived yesterday afternoon from the limo 
kiln, San Juan Island, lu-ingiug Harry 
Jones, an employe at tho kiln, who had 
been shockingly injured b^' a blast. At 
10 o'clock yesterday morning Jones sot a 
match to a, charge of giant powder, but it 
fiiiled to go off. He returuod to tho apot 
and was driving homo another charge, 
when the first ('xjilodcd, tearing Jones' 
hands in a terrible manner am? destroy- 
ing one eye. Mr. McCurdy, of Bailey Jc 
Co., proprietors of tho kiln, had the un- 
fortnnate man. placed in a boat and sent 
him to this city for surgical treatment, 
there being no surgeon on the Island. H« 
was taken to tho St. George Hotel, whore 
llelmcken examined his injuries, and 
l)roiiounccd one cyo gone, tho inside of 
one hand partly torn away, ond two fin- 
gers brokcp. Ho thinks, however, that 
be will recover the use of both hands. 
By tho advice of Dr. HelmoHen the pa- 
tient was rcntovod to tho Boval Hospital. 
Jones is au Fuglishnrin, and was one of 
th(! original owners in tho Never Sweat 
Claim on William Creek, Cariboo.

He does not nl- 
ways choose to o.xercisn this sablimo cfti- 
ciency, — it often liotter snits liis jdacid 
tempi-ament to lay tho flattering uuction 
to his soul without putting it into the 
concrete form of proof,— b'lit- still it 
dwells in his consciousness like the hid- 
den purpose in Creation; actnMing, but 
not revealed.
